Mepicat. Magazine. No 1x.—This 
is decidedly the most interesting num- 
ber which has yet been published. It 
embraces a greater variety of subjects 
than either of its predecessors, end 
while the topics introduced can hardly 
fail tu be equally acceptable to the pro- 
fessional, they will be vastly more so to 
The number op- 
ens with a valuable paper entitled 
‘Medical Statistics and Bills of Mor- 
tality, for Boston, during 19 years, 
ending January Ist, 1832,” by D. Hum- 
phreys Storer, M. D.; from which it 
appears that the greatest number of 
deaths in any one vear, during this pe- 
riod, occurred in 1825, being 1450. 
The least number was in 1814, being 
727. During the first half of the se- 
ries, 9,341 deaths are registered. Dur- 
ing the latter half, 11,781. Whole 
number, 21,122. Consumption stands 
at the head of the list. The largest 
number of deaths from this disease was 
in 1824—244; the least number in any 
one year 138, in 1818. The whole 
number, for the nineteen years, 3709. 
Deaths from acute affections of the chest, 
for the same period, 1096; making a to- 
tal of mortality, from diseases of the 
lungs, of 4805! 

The whole number of deaths from 
Bilious Fever, during the nineteen 
years, is 137; from Typhus, 935; In- 
flammatory Fever, 61 only; Malignant 
Fever, 72: only 9 cases of Intermittent 
and 3 of Spotted Fever, have occurred: 
—during eight years of the series not a 
single case of Scarlet Fever is record- 
ed: it has, however, lately assumued a 
more violent character—the greatest 
number of deaths, by it, previous to 
183), was 12 in 1826—84 deaths oc- 
curred in 1831,—whole number 134. 
The number of deaths from Fever, the 
types of which are not reported, is 87-— 
making the number from Fever, for the 
series, 1438. 

The number of deaths from Inflam- 
mation of the Brain, is 143; from acute 
affections of thé lungs, 1096. Previous 


els. The greatest number which has 
occurred in any one year since, is 35, 
in 1828; from Inflammation of the Liv- 
er, 89; of the Spleen, 2; of the Blad- 
der and Kidneys, 4; of the Heart, 20. 
But 15 deaths have been produced by 
Erysipelas; 26 deaths are registered 
from Inflammation, without the organ 
affected, or species of inflammation na- 
med. Whole number of cases by in- 
flammation, 1576. _ 

The whole number of Deaths from 
Dropsy, is $43. 

The total from cholera and cholera 
imfaotum, 227; from Dysentery 468; 
from Diarrhea 70. Whole number of 
cases from dysentery and diarrhea, 
538. Whole number of cases from 
Dyspepsia during the series, 87. No 
case of Colic is reported previous to 
1822—but 28 cases have occurred. 
The deaths caused by other affections 
of the bowels, 74—making a total un- 
der the head of Bowel Complaints, of 
954. 


The whole number of deaths from 
Convulsions or Fits, is 450. Croup has 
rapidly increased in its mortality. Dur- 
ing the first half cf the series, 69 cases 
only occurred; 277 are recorded for 
the later period. Total, 346. Quin- 
cy, onthe contrary, has become less 
fatal during the last few years. The 
whole aumber of cases, 112. The Mea- 
sles, in some years, have proved very 
fatal—in 1821, 149 deaths occurred. 
Whole number, for the series, not stat- 
ted. But 14 cases of Small Pox have 
proved fatal during che last 19 vears. 
Only 15 deaths from Asthma are regis- 
tered. The whole number from Apo- 
plexy, is 199; from Palsy, 186; from 
Insanity, 44, 

The bill for the first three years of 
the series, is unpolluted by a single 
death from Drunkenness. ‘‘Since then, 
this curse upon our country has been 
making rapid strides; and in spite of 
every effort of the friends of temper- 
ance, stands fearfully high in the rec- 
ords of our mortality. Five diseases on- 
ly have caused more deaths, during the 
series under observation, than Intemper- 


fever, dysentery and eonvulsions,— 
these alone, precede this pestilence.” 
The greatest number of deaths from In- 
temperance, occurred in 183}, being 
44. In the first half of the series, 93 


288—making a total of 381, This, how- 
ever, appalling as it is, does not afford

age,”’ the physician sees the effects of 
the destroyer, and feels conscious that 
consumption, alone, claims more victims 
to its power. 

During the first ycar of the series, 
not a case of suicide occurred. ‘The 
largest number, 12, is reported in 1831. 
Total 90. The whole number of deaths 
from Cancer is 77; from Gravel and 
Stone 21; from Parturition and Child- 
bed, including Puerperal Fever, 179; 
from Epilepsy, 12;  still-born, 1364. 
823 cases have occurred during the last 
91-2 years.

For his special information, we would 
further inform him, that he may main- 
tain trespass against any person who 
should disturb his possession of his 
printing press, except his masters, the 
antimasonic committee; who may enter 
upon him, and turn him out at their 
pleasure.

She died as 
she had lived,(of late years) a christian, 
Kinan succeeds Kaahumanu as regent, 
and all things went on quietly and well 
down to October last. 

The English Cutter William Little, 
of Liverpool, which was cruising on the 
coast of California, with a crew consist- 
ing of Capt. Carter, and six Sandwich 
Islanders, who rose upon the Captain 
and threw him overboard. They then 
steared away before the wind, not know- 
ing where ~ were going, when they 
fellin with Fanning’s Island—one of 
them knew the island, and they con- 
cluded to land—took all the money on 
board and a few articles of moveables, 
into the small boat, drove ahole through 
the cutter’s bottom with a crow bar, 
and then landed.
